Jmy find§Gwinnett lawyer 
guilty of child molestation

LAVVRENCEVILLE - Locai attorney 
Richard E. Collar Jr. lowered his head to 
the defense table Monday as a jury found 
him guilty of child molestation. 
■ He was acquitted of three counts of ag- 
gravated child molestation. The jury delib- 
erated for slightly more than two hours. 
* Alter the verdict, the defendant stood 
doubled over as Gwinnett Superior Court 
Judge Homer Stark sentenced him to 12 
years in prison and eight years probation. 

During the trial, an i 1-year-old girl testi- 
fied that Collar abused her continually, but 
she also said she changed her story over a 
two-year period. Before naming Collar, the 
giri denied being molested and then said an 
3-year-old had sex with hen 

Throughout the trial, the defense point- 
ed to discrepancies in the child's version of 
events. In his closing argument, Chief As- 
sistant District Attorney Stephen Franzen 
toid the jury that the child did not point to 
Collar sooner because tiie defendant toid 



her he would go to jail if she toid on him. 

The case boils down to ... if she changes 
her story, she's doomed and that's not 
right," Franzen said. " He thought he 
could burden her so much with the respon- 
sibilities of her universe that she could nev- 
er get on the stand." 

Showing the jury a picture of the 8-year- 
old boy who at one point was named as the 
girl's molester, Franzen said, u He wants to 
hide behind Uiis little boy, whose only mis- 
take was to live in the neighborhood." 

Franzen also told the jury that physical 
evidence indicated the girl's abuse contin- 
ued after the boy had no more contact with 
her. During the trial, a prosecution witness 
testified the giri appeared to have been mo- 
lested by an adult, but a defense expert said 
it was not possible to draw a definitive con- 
clusion about the age of the abuser. 

The defense called more than 20 people 
to the stand during the trial to testify to 
Collar s good reputation. Clients and local 
attorneys joined the defendant s minister

Lawyer appointment denied 
in child molestation case

LAWRENCEV1LLE - During arraignment 
Thursday, the attorney for a lawyer who faces 
child molestation charges asked to be named 
as his court-appointed attorney because his 
client can no longer afford to pay for legal 
services. 

Richard E. Coilar of 2703 Pebble Farm 
Court in Grayson waived arraignment, but his 
privately retained attorney appeared in 
Gwinnett Superior Court on his behalf, not- 
ing the defendant iias liied for bankruptcy. 

Defense attorney Michael Clark said his 
client would pay the county for legal services 
if Lhc bankruptcy court later determined he 
could afford to do so. However, Gwinnett Su- 
perior Court Judge Homer Stark refused to 
apoomt Clark, saying Collar would have to 
Lake the iuck of the draw. 

"I make the decision about who's appoint- 
ed/' Stark said. 

Collar, who allegedly molested his daugh- 
ter, faces one count of child molestation and 
three counts of aggravated child molestation. 
He reportedly molested the child on "multi- 
pie occasions" between April 3, 1987, and 
March 22, 1089. according to the indictment 

The judge agreed to hold a hearing soon to 
determine if Collar is in need and deserving 
of publicly financed legal representation.

Franzen pointed out that Clark needs to file a 
request to withdraw as counsel prior to that 
hearing. * 

The judge agreed with Franzen's 
assessment 

Coilar became the subject of an investiga- 
tion when allegations surfaced during a di- 
vorce battle, police said earlier. Franzen had 
said previously that alter the allegations stir- 
faced, there was a 'lengthy investigation by 
both (the Department of Family and Chil- 
dren's Services) and the police department" 
prior to Collar's inuicunent 

The defendant, who had custody of his 
daughter at the time of the alleged molesta- 
tion, has denied wrongdoing in the case. 

Gwinnett Juvenile Court Judge Handsel 
Morgan awarded Coilar custody of the giri 
while stipulating she undergo tests to deter- 
mine whether she had been abused. In a later 
hearing in front of Gwinnett Superior Court 
Judge Bryant Huff, the mother received cus- 
tody of the child.

16-6-4, Child molestation; aggravated child molestation. 

(a) A person commits the offense of child molestation when he docs 
any immoral or indecent act to or in the presence of or with any child 
under che age of 14 years with the intent to arouse or satisfy the sexual 
desires of either the child or the person. 

(b) A person convicted of ;he offense of child molestation shall be 
punished by imprisonment for not less than one nor more than 20 years. 
Upon a first conviction of the offense of child molestation, the judge 
may probate the sentence; and such probation may be upon die speciaJ 
condition that the defendant undergo a mandatory period of counseling 
administered by a licensed psychiatrist or a licensed psychologist. How- 
ever, if che judge finds that such probation should not be imposed, he 
shall sentence the defendant to imprisonment; provided, further, that 
upon a defendant being incarcerated on a conviction for a first offense, 
the Department of Corrections shall provide counseling to such defen- 
dant, Upon a second or third conviction of such offense, the defendant 
shall be punished by imprisonment for not less than five years. Tor 2 
fourth or subscauenc conviction of the offense of chiid molestation, the 
defendant shall be punished oy imprisonrneiu for 20 years. Adjudication 
of guilt or imposition of sentence for a conviciion of a third, fourth* or 
subsequent offense of child molestation, including a pica of nolo conten- 
dere, shall not be suspended, probated, deferred, or withheld. 

(c) A person commits the offense of aggravated child molestation 
when he commits an offense of chiid molestation which ac: physically 
injures the chiid or involves an act of sodomy. 

(d) A person convicted of the offense of aggravated child molestation 
shall be punished by imprisonment for not L-ss than two r*or more than 
30 years.
